But this amendment should 
not be passed without a com- 
panion amendment, Tax reduc- 
tion is no good unless govern- 
ment spending is tailored to 
fit it. The companion amend- 
ment would forbid approval of 
a budget that was greater than 
the estimated income of the 
government for that year. In 
both measures there a provis- 
ions for a temporary lifting of 
these controls in an emergen- 
cy such as war,

HOW “SOLID” 15 
ThE SOUTH ?

Political battles are being waged in the South and there seems 
to be no victory in sight without the emergence of a mighty leader 
who has the power to attract mature political organizations into his 
camp. 

The troops of the varius Conservative forces in the South 
are scattered, are ‘unknown to- each other in many cases, 
and the quality of the local leadership varies greatly: One of 
the major troubles seemsto be that none can agree on a plan 
for the campaign. 

The Liberals, on the other hand, are so busy getting set 
for the Big Parade of 1960, which they feel confident will lead 
them to the White House, that they scarcely notice the gathering 
crowds of dissatisfied voters who are taking part in formations 
that need only a leader to bring them all into one camp and pre- 
pare them for the political campaigns ahead, 

The following is a State-by-State discussion of some of the 
factors that may affect the success of a third party movement in 
1960, 


ALABAMA 

On June 3 a victory for the States Rights group has just been 
won in Alabama where 39 of the 72-member State Central 
Committee of the Democrat Party of Alabama are pledged to 
change the oath of loyalty that has previously bound Alabama 
to support any candidate nominated at the National Democrat 
Nominating Convention, 

Frank Mazell is likely to be elected the Chairman of the Alabama 
State Democrat Executive Committee and with that move the 
detested “loyalty oath’’ will be abolished and Alabama will 
join those States who will go into the National. nominating con- 
vention with strong bargaining power in 1960, 








GEORGIA 
Those who wish to engineer a third party candidate in 1960 


look at Georgia with mixed feelings. The Georgia Legislature 


recently passed a law revising the “loyalty oath*’* which bound 
the Presidential Electors of that State to the Democratic Party. 
The Electors are now free and will appear on the ballot with 
no reference to the name of the candidate of the party. But 
at the same time the Georgia Legislature made it very difficult 
for a third party to get on the ballot, Petitions containing 
Signatures of 5 per cent of THE REGISTERED VOTERS, with 
at least 200 signatures from each of the 100 counties in Georgia 
will be required to get the third party’s electors on the ballot, 
The Conservative candidate in 1960 will therefore have to 
play ball with the political “powers-that-be*’’ in Georgia at 
that time! 


LOUISIANA 

A recently-formed group who call themselves the United 
Democrats of Louisiana, and who are under the leadership 
of Camilic Gravel (who licked the worn-out boots of Adlai 
Stevenson in 1956), are now acting as Paul Butler*s henchmen 
in the Pelican State--setting up a rump organization which 
might become the “official’* delegation to the National Demo- 
crat Convention in 1960, should the regularly-constituted Demo-

Watch The Fireworks 


The Senate Judiciary Committee has favorably re- 
ported to the full Senate a measure which, for lack of 
a handier title, is still called the Jenner bill. Probably 
9 out of 10 senators and representatives are heartily 
in sympathy with everything the bill would do. There 
should be no question of its quick passage by both the 
Senate and House. Yet it will take all the pressure an 
active public opinion can exert to get it passed. The 
peculiar céntradiction is brought about by the nation’s 
left-wing, psuedo-liberal apparatus. 


A couple of months ago, when Senator William E. 
Jenner’s, bill was in its original form, it proposed tak- 
ing away from the U.S. Supreme Court the right to hear 
appeals in five kinds of cases. In the five affected 
areas the present majority justices of the court have 
proved themselves time and again to be completely irre- 
sponsible. The bill would have removed from Supreme 
Court jurisdiction cases involving the control by Con- 
gress of its own committees, the Federal executive de- 
partment’s security regulations, state anti-subversive 
laws, school board anti-subversive restrictions, and 
state bar examinations. 


The psuedo-liberal apparatus, buttressed by leftist 
law school professors, columnists and others who might 
be expected to approve of the court's coddling of sub- 
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versives, went into action against the Jenner bill. They 
went about the land crying that Jenner was engaged in 
a savage vendetta to upset the whole balance of Amer- 
ican government, to put the judiciary in legislative 
chains, to alter the historic constitutional structure. 
None of it was true. But saying it was a lot easier 
than discussing the highly technical issues involved. 
The viewers-with-alarm usually ended on the assertion 
that even if something was wrong, Congress should cer- 
rect the mistake by legislation to overcome the objec- 
tionable rulings, not by limiting the court’s appellate 
jurisdiction. 

That is precisely what the bill now proposes in four 
out of five provisions. In order to assure committee ap- 
proval, Senator John M. Butler offered a series of 
amendments to the Jenner bill, and another measure 
which had been proposed by Senator Styles Bridges was 
incorporated into it. The result is that the amended 
Jenner bill has hardly anything to do directly with the 
Supreme Court, except that it would prevent the court 
from substituting its own long-distance views for those 
of state bar examining boards on the good or bad char- 
acter of prospective attorneys. 


In the remaining four areas the amended bill simply 
proposes new laws or amended laws to close the loop- 
holes punched in the statutes by Supreme Court de- 
cisions. As an example, the bill would now declare that 
states may enforce their own anti-subversive laws as 
long as those laws are not in direct conflict with Fed- 
eral law. This would veto the court decision in the 
Steve Nelson case, where the justices pretended to be- 
lieve that Congress had intended to pre-empt the anti- 
subversive field by passing the Smith Act. As a result 
of that decision, every state anti-subversive law in the 
land was temporarily wiped out. 


But with its principal objection met, the leftist 
fringe still objects as clamorously as ever. Why? Be- 
cause the bill, while it does not place any substantial 
restrictions whatever on the operation of the court, is 
nevertheless a moral rebuke to the justices who have 
put personal social beliefs above the Constitution and 
private ideologies ahead of established constitutional 
law. The psuedo-liberals fear the bill, not because it 
threatens to upset the balance of government, but be- 
cause it puts into effect the command of the Constitu- 
tion that Congress, and only Congress, should enact the 
nation’s laws. ; 


For exactly this reason, the people need to make 
emselves heard in Congress in behalf of the Jenner 
SWI. Any effort to prevent it from coming to a vote 
in either Senate or House should be protested. Any at- 
tempt to defeat it by misrepresentation should be re- 
sisted.

The most dangerous and al- 
arming “‘give-away’* occurring 
in our country today is not the 
reckless squandering of Amer- 
ican taxpayers’ money at home 
and abroad---serious as that 
is, 

Instead, it is the ‘“‘give- 
away"’, by delegation and by 
outright default, of the effect- 
ive controls and responsibili- 
ties vested in Congress by the 
Constitution, 

Specifically the problem, 
which has been building upover 
the past 25 years and which 
continues today, is theincreas- 
ing transfer of authority and 
responsibility from Congress to 
the Executive branch and, more 
particularly, to the non-elect- 
ive, non-representative, life- 
tenure segment of the Execut- 
ive branch, 

The direct consequence of 
this trend is two-fold: The les- 
sened capacity of Congress to 
control what goes on in gover-

Foreign aid---is a shock- 
ing example of this larger and 
more ominous “give-away”’’ of 
Congressional authority.

In very large measure Con- 
gress does not know before or 
after the fact what use is to be 
made or has been made of the 
funds authorized and approp- 
riated for foreign aid, 





How does this come about? 
Simply because Congress, in 
the name of “flexibility’’, has 


delegated to the Executive ag- 
encies the decision as to the 
programs and projects for wh- 
ich money, voted in lump-sum 
amounts, is to be spent, 

Simply because Congress a- 
ccepts “‘illustrative examples*’ 
of types of projects contemp- 
lated by these agencies inst- 
ead of demanding that the pro- 
grams and projects be spelled 
out specifically and in detail 
in advance of authorization and 
appropriation, 

Moreover, it was the test- 
imony of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral before a Congressional 
committee last year that there 
had been no systematic or ef- 
fective post-audit of what the 
monies thus appropriated and 
spent had been used for. 

This same issue of *‘give- 
away*’ of Congressional auth- 
ority lies at the heart of the

Stanley Yankus, Jr, it is wrong 
to accept somebody else’s mon~ 
ey for nothing. 


For years on his Cass Coun-. 


ty farm Yankus, 39, made sure 
he never had to, 

His formula was simple, He 
grew grain on his farm, fed 
it to his chickens and took their 
eggs to market, 

He never grew rich but his 
wife and three children did 
not want, 

And Yankus had his indepen- 
dence, It was for that he left a 
humdrum clerk’s job in Chicago 
18 years ago to start life as 
a farmer deep in debt and 
willing to learn by his mis- 
takes, 

Independence is a precious 
heritage to Yankus, It was 
for freedom that his father 
left Lithuania, An uncle who 
remained behind is in a Rus- 
sian concentration camp today, 

But the Government that he 
reveres has seized the $3,403 
he wrung from his farm and 
put in a savings bank here, 


Yankus is a frightened man.. 


_ “I am not frightened for my- 
self,** he said today, “But I 
am frightened for this country 
I love, 

“‘What happened to me is 
the action of a police state-- 
the sort of life we were brought 
up to detest, 

**And I find my friends and 
neighbors are afraidof the Fed- 
eral Government, Don*t they 
realize you and I and all other 
citizens are the Federal Gov- 
ernment?*’ 

This is what happened to 
Yankus: Four years the Ag- 
riculture Stabilization and Con- 
servation Board, Federal agen- 
cy, fixed the amount of land 
that farmers could sow to wheat, 

The move was to control 
wheat surpluses, By preventing 
wheat from reaching the mar- 
ket, prices are kept up arti- 
ficially. 

It was done in Cass County 
by referendum by the farmers 
to whom the ASC had arbitrar- 
ily granted an allotment of 15 
acres of wheat, Only they are 
eligible to vote in this annual 
referendum. 

Yankus said, “‘This is nota 





free election, It is a price- 
fixing election by special in- 
terests, The consumers who 
buy bread can’t vote in it,’ 
But Yankus’ wheat does not 
reach the market, It goes to 
feed his chickens, 

In 1954 Yankus was told he 
was fined $900 for growing 38 


. acres of wheat instead of the 


12 to which the ASC quota lim- 
ited him, 

It was a bad year to fine 
Yankus, Disease had riddled 
his chickens, The fine came 
within $25 of wiping out his 
profit for the year. 

He did not pay. He has 
not paid for 4 years during 
which he has shown a modest 
profit and managed to save 
$3,403, 

That’s the bank account that 
the Government impounded last 
week until Yankus pays his fines 
which now amount to $3,848, 

Yankus said, “Yet if I signed 
up with the Government to grow 
only 12 acres of wheat, they 
would buy it from me at $2,0% 
a bushel and put it in storage 
to rot,°’ 

He said many of his farmer 
neighbors thought the whole 
thing was ridiculous but had 
gone along, either because they 
don*t want to stick their necks 
out or because they don*t care 
where the money for their wheat 
comes from, 

He is not an easy man to 
appease, this Yankus, He ad- 
x its it, and adds: 

“I've read enough history to 
know that the men who wrote 
the Declaration of Independence 
weren’t easy to do business 
with, either, They didn*t ac- 
cept the British Government 
just because it was the govern- 
ment, They wanted a voice 
in it, 

“There were plenty in those 
days who didn*t want to stick 
their necks out. But we call 
them Tories in the history books 
and we look down on them,”’ 

There is a strange eloquence 
to Yankus as he voices his 
creed, 

The Constitution is his bible 
and he points to that section 
which says that no citizen shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, or 
property without due process 
of law, 

“Who made the law that 
seized my savings?*’ asks Yan- 
kus, “I didn*t vote on it and 
you didn’t, If I had robbed a 
bank I would have had my dayin 
court. But they tell me I can'‘t 
get a jury trial for my crime,"’

The recent National Governors Confer- 
ence at Miami Beach gave the American 
people a rare opportunity to see where the 
governors of the 48 states stand on. the is- 
sue of federal versus state services. 

As can be expected, a number of North- 
ern “liberal” governors balked at all pro- 
posals to turn more federal services over 
to the states. The thought of states man- 
aging their own affairs, without federal 
interference, was appalling to Governors 
Leader of Pennsylvania, Freeman of Min- 
nesota, Williams of Michigan, Clyde of 
Utah, Roselini of Washington, Ribicoff of 
Connecticut and Muskie of Maine.

Whenever restrictions on the 
privileges of sonie union officials 
to steal and mislead are suggest- 
ed, the cry is raised that the pro- 
posals are “anti-labor”. The cry 
always comes from the same place 
— the union bosses. 

Over and over again, in court- 
rooms and in committee chambers, 
the evidence has been hammered 
home that union bosses enjoy spe- 
cial privileges in the eyes of the 
law—the right to be corrupt. Along 
with Americans who do not belong 
to labor organizations, rank - and- 
file union members are excluded 
from this privilege. 

Legislation proposed by Sen. 
Knowland (R-Calif) and rejected 
Friday by the Senate, would have 
helped repeal the rights of union 
bosses to be corrupt. It would have 
given union members the secret 
ballot they need to elect honest 
leaders. It would have prevented 
union bosses from siezing power 
for life. It would have allowed 
union members to have a voice in 
setting union policies. 


Despite its admirable aims, the 
proposal was soundly beaten. Even 
Sen. McClellan of Arkansas, a man 
with a keener scent for union cor- 
ruption than most of his colleagues, 
voted against it. 

It is not hard to understand why 
the union bosses are afraid of leg- 
islation like that proposed by Sen. 
Knowland. It is much harder to un- 
derstand why the Senate is afraid 
of it, too. 

We say “afraid” because we no- 
tice that the Senate has not hesi- 
tated to place on its calendar a bill 


to regulate union pension funds. 
To consideration of this measure, 
the union bosses—grudgingly—have 
given their consent. Even the 
bosses are not arrogant enough to 
defend the tendencies of union of- 
ficials to dip illegally into union 
treasuries. 

If the Senate is not afraid to con- 
sider realistic union regulation, it 
owes union members an explana- 
tion for its actions. Without an ex- 
plantation, rank-and-filers are en- 
titled to believe that the Senators 
have joined the bosses in setting 
their faces against any move to 
place control of unions in the hands 
in which it belongs. 

If the bosses have their wav 
there will never be a secret ballot 
for all workingmen; there will 
never be representative strike 
votes, and there will be no ways 
to get rid of corrupt or inefficient 
officials. 

Union members who have heard 
the cry “anti-labor,” should get a 
couple of things straight: 

There is no legislation now be- 
fore Congress designed to restrict 
the rights of free workingmen. 

The proposals rejectéd by the 
Senate Friday would have given 
workingmen privileges they have 
never enjoyed in conducting the af- 
fairs of their own unions. 

It is only from the point of view

A Permanent Cure 


Almost everybody is against the federal govern- 
ment going into “‘private” business, but almost no- 
body ever does anything about it. Congressman 
Ralph W. Gwinn of New York is an exception. On 
the theory that you cannot cure socialism little by 
little, he wants the federal government to quit 
messing in private enterprise fields all at once. 
To make the cure permanent, he has proposed a 

- constiutional amendment which has received less 
attention than it deserves. 


Gwinn’s proposed 23rd Amendment was con- 
ceived by a Californian, Willis E. Stone, president 
of the American Progress Foundation. It would do 
three things: Repeal the federal income tax, out- 
law foreign aid and forbid the United States gov- 
ernment from engaging in any business, profes- 
sional, commercial, financial or industrial enter- 
pes except as specified in the Constitution. There 

rather convincing evidence that, while wiping 
out the onerous federal income tax, the amend- 
ment would save the taxpayers more than $33 bil- 
lion and still leave the federal budget more than 
$600 million in the black. 


By careful analysis of the latest complete in- 
formation available to him, Stone has developed a 
set of statistics which tell the story vividly. In its 
own way, it is a frightening story. Based on official 
reports for the full year of 1954, the federal govern- 
ment is operating 500 federal corporations for 
which no constitutional authority exists. They con- 
trol 40 per cent of the land area and 20 per cent of 
the industrial capacity of the nation. They operate 
at a loss of more than $10 billion a year, which 
must be made up through taxes, 


Besides the people directly employed by the fed- 
eral corporations, another million persons on the 
general federal payroll devote their time exclu- 
sively to “servicing” the corporations, Their sal- 
aries amount to $4 billion a year, while the goods, 
facilities and services they use add another $12 
billion a year. 


Two more items complete the roll call of costs. 
Using an arbitrary figure of $50 billion as the re- 
sale price of the federal corporations to private in-- 
dustry (the inventory is four times that), the ap- 
plication of this amount to the national debt would 
reduce interest payrhents on the debt by about 
$1.25 billion yearly. It would also knock off another 
$1.25 billion in amortization costs. 


The total saving to the taxpayer by getting the 
government out of business, where it has no call 
to be anyway, would be $28.5 billion. By doing 
away with foreign aid giveaways, the saving would 
be advanced to $33.169 billion. In the year for which 
these figures applied, the total federal income tax 
collection was $32.495 billion. Thus, without any 
income tax collections at all, the government 
would have been $674 million richer had it not been 
operating and servicing any of the questionable 
government corporations or been giving away 
billions in 1954. The sum would probably be even 
greater today. The saving would buy a lot of na- 
tional defense without either deficit financing or 
additional taxes. 


The appeal to the pocketbook of the proposed 
23rd Amendment is tremendous. The appeal to 
national morality is equally strong. The federal in- 
come tax is an iniquitous instrument which has 
been used for purposes never contemplated by the 
constitutional amendment which permitted it. The 
seizure of private wealth which it represents has 
grown to proportions which the framers of the 
original amendment regarded as too far-fetched 
even to discuss as a possibility. 


‘Since there is not much likelihood that the bu- 
reaucratic lobbies will allow the proposed amend- 
ment to originate in congress, we commend .t to 
sympathetic study by the state legislatures. Enough 
of them can put it before the people for ratification.

WASHINGTON REPORT 


They Still Fear McCarthy: 


By FULTON LEWIS, Jr. 


WASHINGTON -- It was a little more than one year ago, 
May 2, 1957, that Joe McCarthy died, 

To the world at large, it was an unexpected shock, To those 
who knew him, it was not, He was a haunted man, dedicated 
to his country, who had been repudiated by expedient colleagues 
who allowed themselves to be stampeded by the powerful and 
highly financed claque of anti-anti-Communists. He had died, 
really, with that roll-call on the resolution of condemnation, 
Let those who voted for it remember, 

If his enemies thought to destroy him, they failed in their 
Purpose, The shell, they did destroy, But throughout the heavy 
snows of this past winter, the grave of Joe McCarthy in Apple- 
ton has yet to have its first flake, The contributing tributes 
of flowers have kept it protected at all times. 

Between that mound and the roadway is only barren ground, 
the grass being constantly trampled to oblivion by the stream 
of those admirers who come to genuflect in tribute, 

There are Joe McCarthy memorials, of one kind or another, 
the nation over, The contributions to the radio fund that I con- 
ducted, to establish a trust to insure that the little adopted 
daughter, Tierney, would be cared for until she comes of age, 
amounted finally to about $117,000, 

And what would do his heart the most good is that the venom 
still pours from those who hated him because they feared him, 
They still fear, and perhaps with reason, 

The little house at 20 Third Street Northeast, with the third 
floor back window that looks out to the Capitol dome, is vacant, 
because Mrs, McCarthy has taken Tierney to live with her 
mother, But the massive files and papers from his offices 
have been catalogued and indexed by Mrs. McCarthy herself 
and by his faithful secretary, Mary Driscoll, When the job is 
finished, they will be available to those who seek to know 
more, and perhaps find the truth, Thus, the sword still dangles, 

“The question is, who dares? nd in this sense, perhaps, 
the assassination of Joe McCarthy was effective in the extreme, 

Since the Army-McCarthy hearings, not one effective public 
investigation of Communists or Communist activities has been 
undertaken by any of the many subversion-investigating Com- 
mittees of the Congress, 

The House Un-American Activities Committee has plugged 
along, with quiet inquiries, and preliminary closed-door sessions, 
and even a few open hearings that seldom find even the mildest 
mention in the press, 

The Government Operations Committees have discretely steered 
their attention to other fields, The Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee has worked along in mole-like silence, and its 
former chief counsel, Robert Morris, compiled a report that 
was ready last January, covering the Committee Activities 
for last year, 

It was not until last Monday that the subcommittee finally 
approved it, The material contained in it will be released to 
the press in a series of matter-of-fact handouts that might have 
been computed by an International Business Machine, Chair- 
man Jim Eastland finds the cotton problems of his state more 
commanding. Nobody, nobody wants to rock the boat, and nobody 
has risked it since the death of Joe McCarthy,

We are waiting with great suspense for the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, Americans for Democratic 
Action, or perhaps the Ford Foundation to come to the 
defense of William F. Buckley Jr. His is a case made 
to order for the vociferous defenders of a man’s right 
to do something about his government.

He would make a great 
United States Senator.” 

Another candidate considered by 
the Liberal Party was Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, under secretary of the 
United Nations. Dr. Bunche, a 
Negro, said he was not in- 
terested. 

The applause of the Liberal Par- 
ty confirms the impression of 
many of his listeners that Mr. Mur- 
row in fact is more of an expon- 
ent of certain social and _politi- 
cal views than he is an objective 
reporter. It is important to be fa- 
miliar with the personality and 
political views of a man who in- 
terprets the news before mass au- 
diences.

BOTH PARTIES SPLIT

From a well informed Washing- 
ton source, we learn that the open 
rebellion of conservative forces in 
the GOP at this time is due to 
“the private conviction that the 
1958 congressional elections are a 
lost cause. GOP party pros will 
fight hard during the campaign 
primarily to cut losses. They main-. 
tain they can avert utter rout 
only by repudiating White House 
leadership. Right wing strategists 
ascribe the GOP’s weakened con- 
dition’ to five years of unrealistic 
‘modernist’ thinking, the continuing 
recession, and Soviet missile suc- 
cesses. Republican traditionalist 
leaders now see as their chief long- 





range goal the control of the party 
on the state level, and a decisive 
ejection of the modernist wing on 
the national level.” 

Among Democrats, though the 
smell of victory may be in the air 
on the national level, a similar 
split long has been making up with- 
in the party. This split is more ob- 
vious on regional lines because of 
the South’s concern with racial 
problems, Fundamentally the is- 
sues revolve, however, along 
even more basic lines, namely the 
operations of a republic as contrast- 
ed with the Welfare State. 

The hope of the Democrats, as 
well as the Republicans, is con- 

_servative control exercised through 
state levels, where patriotic citi- 
zens have a chance of combating 
the sinister forces that seem to 
control national politics through 
capture of key positions. If cor- 
servatives all over the coun 
could rally along new party lines 
there still might be time to save 
the Republic.
